Those who oppose withholding taxes, on the 


theory that they make federal income taxes too j 
easy to pay, will have to admit the method also 
makes them immediately payable. 


The new income tax rates now are in effect. 


Wage earners paving withholding taxes will feel 
the"diiference in their next pay checks. At an 
income level of $100 a week, a married man 
with a wife and two children will be paying 
exactly SI more a week under the new rates 
than he paid under thr old rates. 


Theoretically, taxpayers whose obligations are 


mot currently through withholding taxes will 
be able to balance their accounts with the U.S. 
Treasury next March 15. Those who do not meet 
their tax obligations currently, on the other 
hand, will be put to it a little harder than 
before to scratch up'the wherewithal for a de- 
ferred settlement next March. 


It may be. as those who oppose withholding 


taxes claim it is, that taxes should be made 
Just as hard to pay as possible. But they forget 
one thing-that when taxes become confiscatory, 
they also become a problem of collection.

nPODAY'S woman in uniform is slimmer, 
A younger and has better posture than her 
older sister of World War II days. Lowering 
the recruiting age to 18 years, providing addi- 
tional recreational facilities and enlarging 
educational opportunities has given decided 
impetus to the program for attracting more 
teen-agers to military service. A restricted 
diet of 2,500 calories a day and regular exer- 
cise periods take care of the feminine figure. 
Curtailment of between-meal snacks helps 
keep the girls in shape. 


The pictures' on this page, made at the 


Marine Corps "boot camp" for recruits at 
Pan-is Island, N. C., show hbw the lady 
Leathernecks step into their new, streamlined 
future. During the six weeks in "boot," the 
girls find out fast what it means to be a 
Marine. They arise at 5:30 a. m., shine up their 


barracks, then go to breakfast. They drill, take 
calisthenics, study military courtesy and at- 
tend classes just as though they v^re still in 
school. Besides calisthenics, physical condition- 
ing is accomplished by outdoor games as well 
as swimming lessons. 


Under the drill instructor's close observance, 


the girls learn to stand straight, salute smartly, 
walk rhythmically and hold their heads high, 
all of which add up to good posture.
